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Will Papacy endure?

ROME— Pope Pau l VI has ap­ 
prov ed the holding of the 41st Eu - 
charistic Congress in Philadelphia 
in 19 76 . This brings it to the United 
States for the first time in 50 y ears. 
“Aggiornamento” is an Italian 
word meaning “catching u p with to­ 
day .” The last words of the great 
Pope Piu s XII, who reigned 19 y ears, 
were: “We hav e so mu ch to do.” The 
adored Pope John XXIII was chosen 
at his adv anced age as an interim 
Pope. Pope Pau l, in tu rn, althou gh 
mark edly different, was almost the 
predestined su ccessor. 
There are nearly 578 million Ro­ 
man Catholics in the world. The 
Pope’s fu ndamental problem is how 
to hold fast to mank ind’s elev ation 
throu gh the au thority of the chu rch 
while at the same time modify ing 
the Chu rch’s methods in a gradu a 
“aggiornamento.” 
Ex ternally , the ov erriding dilem­ 
ma centers on how to mak e the 
Chu rch effectiv e in the worldwide 
confrontation with Commu nism. In­ 
ternally , the most critical problem is 
the q u estion of hierarchy —the tradi­ 
tional au thority of the Pope himself, 
the nu ncios (there is a Papal Nu ncio, 
who represents the Pope, in Wash­ 
ington), the cardinals and bishops, 
and how they arriv ed at that au thor­ 
ity . 
The Pope still faces Belgian Car­ 
dinal Su ene%’ mov ement adv ocating 
that a ‘‘Copernican rev olu tion” 
shou ld u pend the hierarchical py ra­ 
mid of the Chu rch. 
The organized clerical protests in 
France that boiled ov er at the 1969 
consecration of the late Jean Cardi­ 
nal Danielou , an “immortal” of the 
French Academy , continu e to 
plagu e the Pope. 
One hu ndred Eu ropean bishops 
met at Chu r, Switzerland, to discu ss 
the problem of bishops. These bish­ 
ops and the Pope alik e are still bom­ 
barded by antihierarchy petitions of 
more than 100 rebel priests. 
A phalanx of Du tch priests spear­ 
headed the challenge to compu lsory 
clerical celibacy , of which there are 
ou tcroppings in the United States. 
More than 10,000 priests hav e ask ed 
to be released from their celibacy 
v ows. 
There are rev olts against Pope 
Pau l’s most-criticized act—his con­ 


demnation of all bu t the Ogino meth­ 
od of birth control. And so it goes. 
Tragically , in this tu rmoil at 
leas\ 7,000 of the 70,000 priests in 
Italy alone hav e left the priesthood. 
In the Western cou ntries the nu mber 
of trained seminarians (priests) has 
declined from abou t 16 7,000 to 147,- 
000 in only a few y ears. Althou gh the 
percentage is small, more than 1,000 
q u it in the United States in 1973 and 
abou t 6 ,000 nu ns renou nced their 
v ows. 


“Withou t priests and nu ns, how 
can the Chu rch carry ou t its mis­ 
sion?” the Holy Father told World 
Vocation Day pilgrims while bless­ 
ing them in St. Peter’s Sq u are. He 
ask ed Catholics ev ery w here to 
“pray for persons to enter Chu rch 
serv ice.” 
On Dec. 25, 49 6 A.D., the Pope an­ 
nou nced the baptism of Clov is the 
Frank at Reims and the gates of Lu - 
tetia opened to France. Bu t a second 
strok e rang ou t on the bells and the 
Tartars entered Paris. Yet by 583 St. 
Colu mba came from Ireland to Iona, 
the bu rial place of Scottish k ings, 
and brou ght Christianity to the 
Celts. 
Eu rope’s Dark Ages cov ered 
abou t 700 y ears, between the 5th and 
12th centu ries. Nev ertheless, from 
the ancient dy nasties to Charles VII 
with Joan of Arc, Popes su rv iv ed, 
the Chu rch su rv iv ed. 
Pope Leo VIII ru led one y ear, fol­ 
lowed by Benedict V, who ru led for 
two y ears, and there had been 29 
Popes in the preceding centu ry . 
Throu gh the 14th centu ry there had 
been more than 200. There had been 
37 Pretenders. By the 15th centu ry 
the Du k e of Sav oy , whose election 
was contested, set u p a riv al Vatican 
in Basel, Switzerland. There were 
ru mblings of still another Vatican in 
Vienna. 
Pope Pau l ru les from a Vatican 
where a predecessor (Urban VIII) 
had Galileo arrested for claiming 
that the earth rev olv ed. In ou r tran­ 
q u ilizer pill, traffic-ridden, telev i­ 
sion-happy , radioactiv e afternoon of 
the 20th centu ry —can we imagine 
su ch an acou stic of time as the Pap­ 
acy ? 
Paint crack s, canv as decay s. 
Two thou sand y ears. Who can con­ 
ceiv e of any thing so prodigiou s? 
Coward congressmen

Su ch is the state of political and 
moral leadership in this cou ntry that 
ev en the anx iou sly awaited decision 
by the Su preme Cou rt on the Presi­ 
dent’s right to withhold Watergate 
ev idence is not lik ely to prod the na­ 
tion ou t of the wallows in which it 
has been flou ndering for the past 
y ear or more. 
If the White Hou se can no longer 
continu e to stonewall the inv estiga­ 
tion with impu nity , there is nothing 
to prev ent it from swamp-marshing 
for months to come by tak ing its 
merry old time in assembling the 
m ateria l—no dou bt discov ering 
along the way that some of the tapes 
are nowhere to be fou nd or that there 
are my steriou s gaps in others. 
No, the responsibility for pu rsu ­ 
ing Watergate to its logical and nec­ 
essary conclu sion—essentially , the 
determination of the ex tent of Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s inv olv ement in the cov - 
eru p—rests where it has rested from 
the beginning, with the Congress of 
the United States, in particu lar the 
Hou se of Representativ es, and most 
especially with that body ’s Repu bli­ 
can members. 
And the only means of mak ing 
that determination, as it was a y ear 
ago, is throu gh implementation of 
the impeachment clau se of the Con­ 
stitu tion 
What this cou ntry desperately 
needs is a Repu blican of statu re to 
lead impeachment proceedings in 
the Hou se, both for the sak e of his 
party ’s good name and for the wel­ 
fare of the cou ntry What is needed 
is a man lik e Pennsy lv ania’s Thad- 
deu s Stev ens, who almost single- 
handedly inspired the impeachment 
driv e against President Andrew 
Johnson a centu ry ago. 
Historians agree, of cou rse, that 
Johnson was wholly innocent of any 
impeachable offense, let alone any 
crime and that Stev ens was mis­ 
gu ided in his attempt to emascu late 
the presidency and mak e Congress 
su preme ov er the other two branch­ 
es of the gov ernment. Bu t at least 
Stev ens was impelled by principles 
he believ ed in, not by what he 


thou ght wou ld “play in Peoria.” 
In less than a month, Johnson 
was impeached by the Hou se, tried 
by the Senate on the ev idence and 
acq u itted. The q u estion was settled 
once and for all. 
What Repu blican congressman, 
at any time du ring this agonizingly 
drawn-ou t Watergate crisis, has had 
the cou rage to demand in ringing 
tones the trial—and the appropriate 
pu nishment or ex oneration—of a 
Repu blican President who has been 
accu sed of betray ing his pu blic 
tru st? 
Ev en the Democrats hav e waf­ 
fled and temporized for fear of mak ­ 
ing the impeachment inv estigation 
look lik e a “partisan issu e.” In its fi­ 
nal report, the Senate Watergate 
Committee thou ght it best to delete 
this plain statement from its draft: 
“It is President Nix on who mu st 
be held responsible and accou ntable 
for the actions of his su bordinates. 
Not only was he the candidate on be­ 
half of whom these activ ities were 
u ndertak en, he also set the moral 
and ethical standards by which his 
re-election campaign operated ' ’ 
Hou se Democratic leaders con­ 
tinu e to assert that they hav e not y et 
made u p their minds abou t im­ 
peachment—not abou t a v erdict, 
mind y ou , which wou ld be u p to the 
Senate, bu t whether there shou ld be 
a trial at all Other Democrats ex ­ 
press concern that any declarations 
by them wou ld mak e it harder to 
“attract” Repu blican su pport for 
impeachment. 
(Ironically , this v ery concern of 
Democrats to av oid the slightest ap­ 
pearance of partisanship has con­ 
v inced many Americans that it is 
they , not President Nix on, who are 
stalling on Watergate and attempt­ 
ing to wring as mu ch political ad­ 
v antage from it as they can.) 
Is it any wonder that the pu blic, 
seeing congressmen of both parties 
continu ing to play it safe in the face 
of all the ev idence that has been ac­ 
cu m u lated, and them selv es be­ 
nu mbed by 24 y ears of Watergate 
rev elations and accu sations, hav e 
become cy nically weary of it all?

WASHINGTON (NEA)— “I’v e 
got two (opponents) who want to ru n 
against me the nex t time. One is a 
rich one, and I don’t k now what the 
other one is. Boy , will I fix them ! I’m 
not going to fix them du ring the 
campaign bu t I su re will fix them af­ 
terwards. They ’ll wish they ’d nev er 
ru n against me.” —From an inter­ 
v iew in an u npu blished research 
stu dy on the Congress. 
Pau l E. Beard and Stephen Horn 
while with the Brook ings Institu tion 
obtained that q u ote from one of the 
50 members of the Hou se of Repre­ 
sentativ es to whom they talk ed. 
They receiv ed written response to 
q u estions from 43 other representa­ 
tiv es. 


One thing that comes throu gh 
lou d and clear from reading the pre­ 
liminary draft of this stu dy is that 
cov er u ps in Congress are as thor­ 
ou gh as cov er u ps at the White 
Hou se—and more effectiv e. 
Normally the lid is clamped down 
q u ick ly on any reports of wrongdo­ 
ing by a member. There is a strong 
tendency in the Hou se of Represent­ 
ativ es, Beard and Horn fou nd, to 
protect members who step ou t of 
line. Members don’t want scandal to 
become pu blic becau se it hu rts ev ­ 
ery body . 
Congressmen who attempt to ex ­ 
pose and clean u p corru ption—v ot­ 
ing for pay , illegal financing, blatant 
conflict of interest—among their fel­ 
low members, and ev en those who

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merely criticize other members, get 
the freeze treatment. Their bills die 
in committees. They don’t get coop­ 
eration on v otes for projects their 
districts need. They personally are 
ignored. 
Time after time, congressmen in» 
terv iewed said something along 
these lines, “A gu y ’s finances are his 
own bu siness, prov iding that they do 
not bring Congress as a whole into 
disrepu te.” 
The attitu de is see no ev il, hear 
no ev il, speak no ev il. Action is tak en 
as in the case of the late Adam Clay ­ 
ton Powell only when there is a 
strong pu blic ou tcry which prov es so 
embarrassing to Congress it cannot 
be ignored. 
Otherwise Beard and Horn fou nd 
that on the whole ethical standards 
as su ch appeared to be not that im­ 
portant to the congressmen they 
talk ed to. 
To illu strate their point, Beard 
and Horn go back to the 19 50s for two 
flagrant ex amples. In 1956, they say , 
Thomas J. Lane (D-Mass.) was in­ 
dicted for income tax ev asion, con­ 
v icted and imprisoned for fou r 
months. After his release he was re­ 
elected to Congress. James Michael 
Cu rley (D-Mass.) was indicted on 
charges of u sing the U.S. mails to 
defrau d. After a lengthy delay ing 
action spanning more than three 
y ears du ring which he was re-elect­ 
ed by a considerable margin, Cu rley 
was conv icted and sentenced to six 
to 18 months in prison. At no time did 
the Hou se mak e any attempt to dis­ 
cipline Cu rley or Lane. In normal 
times, proposals for more stringent 
policing ru les are generally ignored. 
The New York Bar Association 
recommended inv estment policies 
for congressmen which minimize 
conflicts of interest, av oidance of fi­ 
nancial interests in areas of com­ 
mittee responsibilities, disq u alifica­ 
tion from official action on matters 
affecting personal interest, av oid­ 
ance of su pplemental office fu nds 
and av oidance of dou ble-dome law 
practice assignments. Beard and 
Horn say none of these matters has 
y et been incorporated in any ru le of 
the Hou se. 
It is clear, Beard and Horn con* 
elu de, pressu re for change mu st 
come from a pu blic ou tcry that is 
lou d and strong. They hope the Wa-: 
tergate shock wav es will be power* 
fu l enou gh to prod action. This may 
be more wish than reality .

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Empty Congress rhetoric Talked About

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Time 
and again du ring these indolent 
hou rs of su mmer, members of Con­ 
gress rise in their wisdom to address 
themselv es to a single q u estion: 
“Mr. Speak er, I su ggest the lack of a 
q u oru m.” How dignified. How diplo­ 
matic. What the honorable gentle­ 
men are really say ing is: “Where 
the hell is ev ery body ?” 
It is a grav ely important q u es­ 
tion. The popu lation at high lev els of 
gov ernment appears as of late to be 
infected with “Kissingeritis.” The 
President is managing to be absent 
from his post abou t 40 per cent of the 
time. The Vice President has trav ­ 
eled 100,000 miles in sev en months 
mak ing 400 notably u nnotable pu blic 
appearances. 
In Congress, there are far more 
tou rists in the gallery than members 
of the floor. William Simon is on a 16- 
day , sev en nation tou r. 
Natu rally , ev ery one has an ex ­ 
cu se. Harru mph, k aff-k aff. 
There is a law in the U.S. Code 
(Title 2, Sec. 38) which prov ides for 
salary dedu ctions when members of 
Congress are absent u nless the rea­ 
son assigned is illness. Bu t the stat­ 
u te hasn’t been enforced in 100 
y ears, say s Senate Secretary Fran­ 
cis Valeo, becau se: “We feel mem­ 
bers are on du ty 24 hou rs a day 
wherev er they are.” 
The President, too, we are told, is 
k nock ing his brains ou t for the good 
of America be he at Camp Dav id or 
San Clemente. “ Wou ld y ou hav e him 
stay in the White Hou se v ery day ?” 
ask s a bored aide incredu lou sly . 
“Where wou ld we be with China if 
we did?” 
And so, too, it is with the capital’s 
third or fou rth best k nown gadabou t, 
Gerald Ford. His people rationalize 
that his trav els are “u nify ing the 
cou ntry ,” and “mak ing gov ernment 
more v isible.” And the man himself 
reasons that he shou ld not “stay on 
the bank s of the Potomac and listen 
only to the strident v oices” of Wash­ 
ington. 
Sorry . Nobody is fooled. Certain­ 
ly pu blic officials mu st mov e arou nd 
to fu nction fu lly , bu t if it is at the ex ­ 


pense of their primary responsibili­ 
ties, as it may be now, then the ex ­ 
cu ses are phony as the langu age 
“su ggesting” a lack of a q u oru m. 
What the nation needs now is not v is­ 
ible gov ernment so mu ch as work ing 
gov ernment. Poor leadership does 
not regain pu blic confidence by ab­ 
senteeism, instead it ju st passes 
from lethargy to the comatose state. 
The situ ation seems especially 
u nfortu nate in the case of the itiner­ 
ant Vice president. He, not the 
choice of the American people, was 
presented to them not as a u nifier 
bu t a doer. He was selected, it was 
promised, becau se his 25 y ears in 
Congress q u alified him as the man 
to join that body to the Administra­ 
tion in the cou rse of progressiv e leg­ 
islation. Great goals were ahead; 
Gerry Ford was ju st the fellow to see 
at least some wou ld be met. 


Great goals? Senate Majority 
Leader Mik e Mansfield said the oth­ 
er day that while inflation is para­ 
ly zing millions of citizens, “Neither 
Congress nor the Administration is 
doing a damn thing.” Strip mining 
legislation flou nders at the ex pense 
of land and energy fu tu re. Nu clear 
proliferation accelerates, to the 
threat of all hu manity . Ev en when 
legislation does mov e, it seems, it’s 
often u nwise: the Senate Commerce 
Committee has recently passed, 
withou t dissent, a bill to transfer 
wildlife control on pu blic lands to 
state au thority , a good thing for 
hu nters bu t doom for the animals. 
Meanwhile the Vice President, 
the doer, is off abou t the nation—33 
states so far—pu tting people to sleep 
with speeches of better times. Ev en 
worse, many of the speeches are for 
Repu blicans only (75 by cou nt, rais­ 
ing abou t $1 million for partisan pol­ 
itics). 


Far better it wou ld be if he stay ed 
in Washington to help calm the 
“strident v oices” which if he lis­ 
tened to carefu lly , he might identify 
as those of the people he was foisted 
u pon. Cu t the jet engines. Say no to 
the inv itations. Sit down to work , sir, 
or step aside for someone else; that 
seems to be in v ogu e these day s.

Chester Dierdo rff at ag e 72 is 
ex ercising the art he kno ws, 
cro cheting ru g s o ut o f plastic. 
Dierdo rff, a Franklin Gro v e 
resident, has been cro cheting 
since he was 18 y ears o ld but 
has o nly wo rked with plastics 
fo r the past eig ht y ears. Mrs. 
Dell Rey no lds, also o f Franklin 
Gro v e, was the inspiratio n fo r 
him

cro cheting are simple and in­ 
ex pensiv e. Dierdo rff uses a 
simple cro chet ho o k 
and 
strips fro m plastic g arbag e o r 
leaf sacks and so metimes ev en 
bread wrappers. 
Dierdo rff has g o ne all o v er 
the area to find different 
co lo red plastic bag s fo r use in 
his ho bby . So me o f the mo re 
co lo rful bag sha v ebeen bo ug ht at 
sto res in Freepo rt, Mendo ta, 
Dundee, Sterling and Dix o n. 
And if y o u eat a lo t o f sand­ 
wiches, the bread wrappers are 
no t to hard to co me by . 
Dierdo rff do esn’t use the 
who le plastic bag at o nce, in­ 
stead he sets up a simple lo o m 
with a po le and two chairs. He 
then puts the po le thro ug h the 
sack and uses a scisso rs to cut 
the bag into strips. 
After cu tting the strips, the 
o nly thing left to do is cro chet. 
The ru g s also pro v e to be v ery 


eco no mical. Dierdo rff s co st to 
make a ru g is o nly abo ut $4. The 
ru g s last fo r a lo ng time to o . 
Sev eral ru g s in his ho me at 140 
Walnut St., are still in use after 
sev en y ears o f feet-wiping . 
The plastic ru g s can ev en be 
washed. If so meo ne dro ps an 
eg g o n the ru g o r co mes into the 
ho use with v ery muddy feet, the 
ru g is picked up and washed 
u nder the faucet. 
It do esn’t take lo ng to make a 
plastic wrapper ru g . Fo r a ru g 
abo ut the size o f a desk to p, it 
takes o nly abo ut a week. 
Dierdo rff do es no t limit his 
cro cheting 
to 
ru g s 
o nly . 
Scattered thro ug ho ut the ho use 
are small do ily size mats which 
are used to set u nder flo wer 
po ts, telepho nes, pictu res, in 
fact, they can be used fo r 
almo st any thing . 
Since he started to make the 
plastic ru g s, Dierdo rff has 


made o v er 100 rug s. He g iv es 
so me o f them away but mo stly 
he sells them. So far he has 
made sales in Ro ckfo rd and has 
so ld o v er 40 in Mt. Mo rris. 
Cro cheting these ru g s is no t 
his o nly pastime. Dierdo rff also 
finds time to paint, cro ss-stitch, 
needlepo int, make pictu re 
frames and also spends a lo t o f 
time making wo o den fig ures fo r 
the y ard and painting them. He 
enjo y s making animals fo r the 
y ard and alo ng with a family o f 
ducks, a rabbit, a co uple o f

When Dierdo rff is no t busy 
wo rking o n his arts, he spends

NEW YORK — (N EA ) — 
Some 
pseudo-acupuncturists 
claim that use of the ancient 
Oriental needle therapy is 
harmless even when used in­ 
correctly. But hard medical 
evidence shows that in the 
wrong hands acupuncture can 
be very dangerous indeed. 
Students of classical acu­ 
puncture who have studied in 
the Orient have practiced on 
themselves for many years and 
have pricked their own skins a 
thousand times to perfect their 
form. 
Today, 
however, 
some 
physicians think they can do a 
quick study of acupuncture in 
three-or four-day courses which 
offer no practical experience, 
and then use it on patients 
safely and successfully. One 
such course, given by the Los 
Angeles-based 
A m erican 
Institute of Hypnosis recently 
in New City, attracted some 96 
doctors, their assistants and 
others not affiliated with the 
medical profession. 
During 
this 
course 
the 
dangers of acupuncture were 
d ra stica lly 
downplayed, 
possibly lulling the audience 
into a false sense of security 
regarding its own new-found 
ability to use the needles to 
balance the body’s energies as 
the Chinese have for thousands 
of years, 
“ I can give you ways you can 
start using acupuncture right 
away with results,” general

practitioner Dr. Louis E. 
Shirley said in a lecture at the 
AIH “ course.” He added that “ I 
had a phone call just the other 
day from somebody who took 
this course and uses the 
treatment and is yet to have his 
first failure.” 
And Dr. Harold S. Saita, an 
osteopath and acupuncturist 
from West Vancouver, B.C. told 
the group, “ That’s one beauty 
of acupuncture. Treat the 
wrong place and there’s no 
effect at all.” 
This is in direct conflict with 
classical acupuncture theory as 
espoused by almost all of its 
students. 
In 
the 
book 
“ Acupuncture,” China scholar 
Marc Duke explains that “ Each 
of the (acupuncture) points is 
one-tenth 
of 
an 
inch 
in 
diameter, and some of them are 
that close to important blood 
vessels and nerves. A slip, ever 
so slight, and the acupuncturist 
can injure a patient seriously or 
cause 
permanent 
nerve 
damage — a good reason not to 
allow anyone but a qualified 
professional to puncture your 
skin with his slim needles. 
“ Chinese 
acupuncturists 
believe that even without hit­ 
ting an artery or nerve, needles 
placed improperly can cause 
great harm by upsetting the 
balance of Yin and Yang more 
than illness already has,” Duke 
says. 
In light of this kind of infor­ 
mation, one is hard put to un­ 
derstand why physicians who 
themselves are not experts in 
c la s s ic a l 
acu p u n ctu re

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techniques are so ready and 
willing to urge their colleagues 
to practice the information they 
pass along. 
One answer may lie in a point 
Dr. Shirley, a self-styled expert 
in “ Acupuncture American 
Style,” made in a lecture: “ I 
find my patients are much 
more eager to try acupuncture 
than maybe their doctors are,” 
he said 
Dr. Shirley, who comes from 
Jennings, La., goes on to tell of 
a pregnant woman patient who 
wanted to induce her labor 
using acupuncture. “ I let her 
talk me into it because I wanted 
to use Spleen 6 ( a point above 
the ankle where needle in­ 
sertion is supposed to induce 
labor) anyway.” 
This seems tantamount to a 
physician allowing the patient 
to talk him into taking out an 
appendix, even though the 
doctor 
doesn’t 
think 
the 
operation is necessary. 
“ One reason they have me at 
the courses,” Dr. Shirley said, 
“ is that I’m not so big on all 
these long theories. I tell 
something 
you 
can 
use 
tomorrow.” 
The physicians who have 
been chosen to evaluate acu­ 
puncture at the highest medical 
levels aren’t as sure as Dr. 
Shirley and Dr. Saita that 
inexperienced use of acu­ 
puncture can’t hurt anyone. 
In a recent issue of the 
Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Medical Assn. (JAM A) anes­ 
thesiologist Dr. John Bonica, 
chairman of the Ad Hoc Com­ 
mittee on Acupuncture of the 
National Institutes of Health 
and the American Society of 
Anesthesiologists, made im ­ 
portant conclusions after in­ 
tensive study of the subject. 
Among them: 
— “ The misuses of ther­ 
apeutic acupuncture is an 
important health problem. 
— “ The widespread clinical 
use of acupuncture 
is un­ 
warranted at the present 
time.” 
The same issue of the JAM A 
gave case histories of various 
complications of acupuncture 
therapy ranging from damaged 
nerves and arteries to puncture 
of the lung and at least one 
death caused by a blood leak .

This may be the time to finish 
off the dying cult of extreme 
ecodoom. 
Professor 
Wilfred 
Becker- 
man has long made thoughtful 
people his debtors by writing 
into the Club of Rome’s equa­ 
tions his adm irable product 
called Beckermonium, named 
after his grandfather who failed 
to discover it in the 19th cen­ 
tury. 
Ever since his grandfather 
failed to discover it in about 
1856, the world has had no 
supplies of Beckermonium at 
a ll, which on the Club of Rome’s 
equations should have made the 
world come to a halt some time 
soon after 1857: especially as, 
even in 1974, the things we have 
not yet discovered are far more 
important and numerous than 
the things we have so far 
discovered. 
Anyone 
can 
play 
the 
Beckerm onium 
game 
by 
defining 
it 
as 
something 
unknown in their grandfather’s 
day but found to exist since. 
This is probably the best 
quick way of understanding the 
flaw in the extreme econon- 
sense; but, as some people do 
not see it yet, it is good now to 
have a whole book from Beck- 
erman on the subject “ In De­ 
fense of Economic Growth,” 
full of adm irably num erate 
facts. This article will pinch 
some of the best of these facts 
without further attribution, and 
spice them with his and our 
own comments. 
A continuing demolition job 


on the cult is important, be­ 
cause its wrong — if well- 
meaning — views have been 
responsible for a number of 
deaths. These include malaria 
victims in Ceylon after the 
banning 
of 
D D T; 
burned 
children after the wrongly 
based anti-phosphates cam ­ 
paign against detergents had 
destroyed fireproofing in some 
clothing; 
and 
pneumonic 
victims in brownouts caused by 
conservationist opposition 
to 
power stations. 
The prophets have assumed 
four limiting factors on the 
world’s economic growth, in 
ascending order of respect­ 
ability : they say the world will 
run out of raw materials, will 
suffer ever-increasing 
pollu­ 
tion, will have too large a 
population, and too little food. 
On raw materials, the Club of 
Rome reached its equations by 
assuming that actual reserves 
of any material cannot be more 
than two to five times “ known 
reserves,” with nil elasticity of 
supply and substitution after 


that. It then asked 
the com­ 
puter what would happen if 
demand for precisely 
these 
things went on expanding ex­ 
ponentially. The computer 
replied, naturally, that every­ 
thing would then break down. 
This mode of argument could 
always have proved that world 
production of most things 
stopped long ago, because 
“ known reserves” of most 
materials all through history 
have been only a few decades’ 
worth of demand. 
At present, “ known reser­ 
ves” of most m etals 
are 
h isto rically rather high — 
about a hundred years’ supply 
— but random samples suggest 
that the natural occurrence of 
most metals in the top mile of 
the earth’s crust is about a m il­ 
lion times as great as present 
known reserves, so we could 
probably extract one hundred 
million years’ supply of metals 
from that top mile by existing 
technology. 
Towards the end, it would be 
a bit uncomfortable to mine to 


the depth of one mile at every 
point on the earth’s crust, but 
by AD 100,000.000 we may be 
able to think up something. 
Even without mining, sea wa­ 
ter is now known to contain 
about a billion years’ supply of 
sodium chloride and m ag­ 
nesium , 100 m illion yea rs’ 
supply of sulphur, borax and 
potassium chlorid more than 1 
m illion 
ye a rs’ 
supply 
of 
molybdenum, uranium, tin and 
cobalt. 
Those who say we should be 
worried by AD 100,000,000 also 


seem to assume that, in the 
rather long period between now 
and then, there will be no ad­ 
vances in recycling, in produc­ 
ing substitute materials, or in 
production 
techniques. 
In 
practice, there are going to be 
huge technical advances in all 
of these over a very short 
period ahead. 
In listing “ pollution” as its 
second cause of coming break­ 
down, the Club of Rome sup­ 
posed the most “ optimistic” 
possible assumption was that 
the ration of pollution to output 


might be reduced by one 
quarter over the next hundred 
years. Actually, smoke pollu­ 
tion per unit of industrial output 
in London had then already 
been reduced by 85 per cent in 
the 15 years after 1953, and in 
the United States during the 
present decade all air pollution 
is expected to fall to about 
one-tenth of what it was. 
Rich 
countries 
can 
and 
should now afford to spend 
more on making still cleaner 
their air, water and land. The 
debate probably lies between 


spending the one per cent of 
G N P favored by Beckerman 
and the two per cent of annual 
GNP which might be preferred 
by reasoning ecologists like 
Barbara Ward. That is the gap 
between sensible people.

The announcement was made 
both in Pittsburgh, site of Tues­ 
day night s All-Star Game, and 
in Atlanta.

As National League cops Al l -Star game 
Garv e y has dre am c ome true

PITTSBURGH (AP)— For some it 
was a busman’s holiday . For a bus­ 
m an’s son, it was a dream come true. 
“The seeds were p lanted when I was 
four, five and six ,” said Steve Garvey 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers, named the 
Most Valuable Play er in Tuesday 
night’s All-Star Game after leading the 
National League to a 7-2 victory over 
the American League. 
“My father drove the team bus for 
the Dodgers in sp ring training and I got 
to know them all—Gil Hodges, Carl 
Furillo, Roy Camp anella, Don Dry - 
sdale and Sandy Koufax . 
“They all were All-Stars and I al­ 
way s hop ed that someday I’d be one. 
Gil Hodges was my idol and here I was 
p lay ing his p osition in the All-Star 
Game.” 
Garvey ’s name didn't even ap p ear 
on the comp uter ballot for this 45th All- 
Star Game, but the nation’s fans re­ 
sp onded with more than one million 
write-in votes to make him the starting 
first baseman. 


Garvey resp onded to that by deliv­ 
ering two key hits and a sp arkling de­ 
fensive p lay during a full nine-inning 
stint as the National League continued 
its dominance over the American, win­ 
ning its 11th game in the p ast 12. The 
NL now leads the series 26-18-1 after be­ 
ing behind 12-4. 
Five NL p itchers held the American 
to four hits, causing losing Manager 
Dick Williams to lament: “You can’t do 
much with four hits.” 
Gay lord Perry , starting p itcher for 
the AL, retired the first five NL batters 
before Garvey singled in the second. 
Dodgers teammate Ron Cey then drove 
in Garvey with a double. 
In the third inning Garvey made a 
brilliant backhand stab of Bobby Mur- 
cer’s hot grounder to end the inning. 
The AL already had two runs in that 
inning and two runners on base. 
In the fourth, with the Americans 
leading 2-1, Johnny Bench and Jimmy 
Wy nn, another Dodger, singled. Garvey 
doubled in one run and Wy nn later 
scored on Cey ’s groundout. 
And although it was not obvious 


then, Garvey , p lay ing desp ite an ear in­ 
fection, had done in the American 
League. 
Joe Garvey , who drives a bus in 
Tamp a, Fla., and his wife were among 
the standing-room only crowd of 50,706 
at Three Rivers Stadium to see their 
son. 
Asked if he contributed any write-in 
ballots, the elder Garvey beamed: “I’d 
say the family contributed a coup le of 
hundred. We weren’t going to come 
here. Instead we were going to Atlanta 
nex t weekend so we could see three 
games. But I told my wife that we only 
live once, let’s go.” 
It was one of the best trip s the Gar­ 
vey s ever took. 
In the AL dressing room Williams 
said: “With a group like that—Cey , 
Garvey , Wy nn and Mike Marshall— 
that’s p robably why the Dodgers are 
whare they are.” 
Marshall p itched the last two in­ 
nings, after strong p erformances by 
Merssersmith, Ken Brett, Jon Matlack, 
and Ly nn McGlothen. Brett, the only 
Pittsburgh Pirate on the squad, was 


credited with the victory after working 
the fourth and fifth innings. 
Luis Tiant, who allowed two runs in 
the fourth inning, took the loss. The Na­ 
tionals added an unearned run in the 
fifth on Joe Morgan’s sacrifice fly , 
scoring Lou Brock who had singled, 
stolen second and moved to third on 
catcher Thurman Munson’s error. 
Reggie Smith homered in the sev* 
enth to make it 5-2 off Jim Hunter and 
Don Kessinger’s trip le in the eighth was 
the key blow as theJNL made it 7-2. 
The AL scored twice in the third in­ 
ning with Dick Allen driving in one run 
with a single. The Chicago White Sox 
first baseman arrived less than 45 min­ 
utes before game time. 
“The game starts at 8:30. And game 
time is on tim e,” said Allen, who has a 
history of absences and tardiness and 
left here after 2» 2 innings.

Ap p lian ce sales 
seem to hav e su rv iv ed the 
crisis. An d the desire fo r air 
co n ditio n in g seems stro n ger 
than that fo r co n serv atio n . 
Bu t majo r chan ges do seem 
to hav e taken p lace in in du stry , 
the mo st sign ifican t p ro bably 
the realizatio n that en o rmo u s 
an d co stly amo u n ts o f en ergy 
are wasted ev ery day .

Common Market takes anti-Greek position 


UONSERY^ATIONISTS FEAR that instead of gold, there may be water at the end of the Rainbow. They warn 
that Utah’s Rainbow Bridge, world’s largest natural stone bridge, may be awash in a man-made lake within a 
year if Lake Powell is permitted to rise another 5 3 feet. Two conservation groups, the Friends of the Earth and 
the Wasatch Mountain Club of Utah, have filed suit against the Department of the Interior and the Bureau of 
Reclamation, asking them to regulate the flow of water into the lake. Otherwise, they predict, water erosion, 
which formed the massive arch, may one day destroy it. Rainbow spans 2 78 feet and stands 309 feet high, nearly 
large enough to frame the U.S. Capitol. 


Trying to p red ict end to d ry sp ell

BR U SSELS, Belgium ( AP) - 
The 
nine 
Common 
Market 
countries have taken a strong 
anti-Greek stand on the Cyprus 
crisis, asserting their independ­ 
ence from the United States. 
The m em bers of the econom­ 
ic union have been trying for 
years to develop a joint politi­ 
cal personality, with the kind of 
influence on world affairs that 
such individual member gov­ 
ernments 
as 
Britain 
and 
France had before World War 
II. 


The hope of gaining such in­ 
fluence was a major reason for 
having Britain join the organ­ 
ization. 
The Cyprus crisis was made 
to order for the assertion of 
West European independence 
from the United States. The 
Greek military dictatorship is 
highly unpopular in Western 
Europe; it has had some sup­ 
port from the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration. 
Britain has a special status 
as a guarantor of Cypriot inde­ 
pendence, and was working in 
both Athens and Ankara to 
avert war between Greece and 


Turkey. So France, the chair­ 
man of the Common Market 
Council of Ministers for the sec­ 
ond half of 19 74, took the lead 
in the Common Market debate 
on Cyprus. 
French 
Foreign 
Minister 
Jean Sauvagnargues announced 
on Saturday that French am ­ 
bassadors would represent the 
nine governments in a joint ap­ 
proach to Athens and Ankara. 
They accused the Greek gov­ 
ernment of responsibility for 
the 
coup 
that 
started 
the 
trouble in Cyprus. 


Just how much the nine con­ 
tributed is another matter. The 
key 
to 
the 
cease-fire 
was 
whether Turkey would accept 
it. And news reports from both 
Ankara and Washington made 
clear that Turkey’s acceptance 
resulted from long and repeat­ 
ed telephone conversations Sun­ 
day night between Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and 
Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit.

Bill Waldheuser, supervising 
forecaster 
at 
the 
National 
Weather Service office in S t .. 
Louis, says some relief could 
come by Thursday evening. 
“ I anticipated another storm 
front in through here within the 
next 36 hours,” he said late 
Monday. “ I think that this rain­ 
fall we’ve had today and the 
rainfall we anticipate will sa l­ 
vage some of the crops.” And, 
if the weather pattern holds, 
more rain could fall by the 
weekend. 
In the first 21 days of July 
only .039 of an inch of rain fell. 
The last significant shower in 
the St. Louis area was .06 of an 
inch on June 30. Some isolated 
showers have dumped up to 
two inches in portions of Illinois 
but the rainfall has been nil in 
other areas and in either case 


hasn’t done much good. 
‘‘With 
the 
high 
tem pera­ 
tures,” Waldheuser said, “ this 
is what really gave us our 
problem. We had pretty good 
rains in June. They persisted so 
much the farm ers could not 
plant their crops because of the 
wet and the cold.

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Telecast of 
impeachment 
debate today

NEW YORK (AP) - Unless 
there's a last-minute change, 
the nation gets its first tele­ 
vised view today of the House 
Judiciary Committee s opening 
round of debate on whether 
President Nixon should be im­ 
peached. 
The 
Public 
Broadcasting 
Service (P B S), serving 246pub­ 
lic TV stations, says it won't 
cover the debates live; it’ll 
tape them in full for rebroad­ 
cast at 7:30 p.m. EDT each day 
the proceedings are held. 
Barring last-minute changes 
of plans by NBC and CBS, only 
ABC will be televising today’s 
historic debate live from start 
to finish under a rotational cov­ 
erage plan agreed on by the- 
three networks. 
Under the plan, CBS provides 
full live coverage Thursday, 
NBC takes over on Friday and 
then it starts all over again 
—unless the networks decide 
otherwise—until 
the 
debate 
ends and the committee votes, 
possibly next Tuesday. 
Any of the three networks 
can air live coverage of all or 
part of the debates even on 
those days it hasn’t the pri­ 
mary responsibility for carry­ 
ing them live from start to con­ 
clusion. 
The rotation system first be­ 
gan on June 5, 1973, in the ear­ 
ly stages of the Senate Water­ 
gate hearings. 
It was adopted to (a) reduce 
gripes from soap opera and 
game show fans, and (b) ease 
the fiscal crunch caused by the 
loss of advertising revenue—in­ 
dustry sources estimate it aver­ 
aged $100,000 per day per net­ 
work—from 
the 
pre-empted 
regular programming. 
All three networks made up 
some of the loss by running 
commercials during dull spots 
in the hearings or during sta­ 
tion breaks at differing phases 
of the Watergate hearings. 
They won’t be able to do that 
this time. Rep. Peter W. Ro- 
dino Jr., D-N.J., chairman of 
Judiciary Committee, has told 
the networks there’ll be no 
commercials allowed during 
any part of the live debate cov­ 
erage. 
Commercials 
would 
be 
allowed if the committee had to 
recess for a House vote or roll 
call, a spokesman for Rodino 
said. 
If a TV network has the day’s 
responsibility for live, gavel-to- 
gavel coverage, he added, it 
can’t leave the debate to let lo­ 
cal stations run commercials at 
the times they air station iden­ 
tification announcements. 
The networks serve more 
than 600 TV stations in the U.S. 
The four major radio net­ 
works—CBS, NBC, ABC and 
the Mutual Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem—serve more than 2,500 ra­ 
dio stations 
Rodino’s spokesman said the 
radio networks covering the 
hearings from gavel-to-gavel 
only will be allowed to “ break 


away” from debate in progress 
to air their hourly newscasts. 
Only the National Public Ra­ 
dio system, serving 165 public 
radio stations, and the CBS ra­ 
dio network, with 245 stations, 
say they’ll carry the full debate 
live. CBS said it would cut 
away each hour for its regular 
newscasts.

Doctor 
Says: 


By DR. LAW RENCE E. LAMB 
D EAR DR 
LA M B- I am 
writing to you to ask if a person 
has his spleen taken out does 
that shorten the number of 
years he can live? 
D EAR R E A D E R - That is a 
hard question to answer une­ 
quivocally. Most people have 
the spleen removed because of 
some medical problem which is 
benefited by its removal. In 
those instances the removal of 
the spleen should prolong the 
life and health of the individual. 
If you lost your spleen from 
an automobile accident it 
might not make much differ­ 
ence. Many of the functions of 
the spleen are duplicated by 
other parts of the body. As an 
example, it produces antibodies 
important in our immune sys­ 
tem, but that function is also 
accomplished by other parts of 
the body. So, while the spleen is 


important, it is not essential to 
life in normal people. 
D EAR DR. LA M B- Will you 
tell me what ventricular tachy­ 
cardia is? How serious is it and 
will one always need drugs to 
control it? Is air travel allowed 
in this case? 
D EAR R E A D E R - Tachy­ 
cardia means fast heart rate. 
The ventricles are the heavy 
pumping muscular chambers 
at the bottom of the heart. 
When a spot in the ventricles 
become <^veractive it can take 
over electrical stimulation of 
the heart beat. If the spot caus­ 
es the heart to beat fast then it 
causes ventricular tachycar­ 
dia. 
Why does the spot get overac- 
tive? There are many reasons. 
In some people it can be from 
underlying heart disease, in­ 
cluding fatty cholesterol depos­ 
its in the coronary arteries. In 


other instances there seems to 
be no associated heart disease 
at all. It makes a lot of differ­ 
ence what causes the problem. 
When the ventricular tachycar­ 
dia occurs as a complication of 
a heart attack, it is very impor­ 
tant and can progress to rapid 
twitching of the heartmuscle 
without any effective full heart 
beat to pump blood. This is life 
threatening. 
I have seen ventricular ta­ 
chycardia in young healthy 
persons, sometimes unaware 
that the attack had occurred if 
the heart rate was not too fast. 
When the problem occurs with­ 
out underlying heart disease, it 
can still be troublesome if it 
causes the heart to beat too 
fast. If the tachycardia is be­ 
cause of heart disease or is fast 
enough to cause symptoms, 
then it is usually necessary to 
take medicine either to abolish 


the episode or to prevent its re­ 
currence. 
A person who has recurrent 
attacks with symptoms, even 
without other heart problems, 
usually takes medicine thereaf­ 
ter to prevent future attacks. 
About air travel, it depends 
again on the cause. Clearly if 
the ventricular tachycardia is 
caused by serious heart disease 
one wouldn’t travel until after 
recovery. For recurrent at­ 
tacks without other medical 
problems, one can travel by 
plane. Even if an attack should 
occur in the plane it would be no 
worse than on the ground. TTie 
problem might be in getting im­ 
mediate medical attention. 
Commercial air planes are not 
really that much different from 
a bus. The cabin altitude is not 
allowed to be over 7,000 feet and 
usually is much less than that.

trouble raising money in Flori­ 
da because they claim to be 
giving through Bebe.’” 
Rebozo has said he was not a 
fund-raiser, but has been em­ 
broiled in controversy over a 
$100,000 contribution he 
re­ 
ceived and later returned to 
Howard Hughes interests. 
Haldeman said a new cam­ 
paign finance law should be ex­ 
plained to Rebozo 
Throughout the memos, rang­ 
ing in time from August 1971 to 
September 1972, Haldeman of­ 
ten just put check marks when 
he approved developments re­ 
ported by Strachan.

N EW YO RK (A P) — A storm 
whirled through the Episcopal 
Church today over plans for 11 
women to be ordained in de­ 
fiance of church disciplines. 
One critic called the move an 
invitation to anarchy. 
Several bishops in the wom­ 
en's home dioceses said they 
would not be allowed to func­ 
tion as priests. 
“ The tragic point of it is that 
if these very fine, qualified 
people go ahead and supercede 
the laws of the church, I can’t 
go along with it,” said Bishop 


Philip F. McNairy, of the Min­ 
neapolis diocese, where two of 
the women reside. 
He said they would be barred 
from serving there as priests. 
Similar reactions came from 
other bishops in charge of the 
home diocese of the women list­ 
ed for an irregular ordination 
ceremony in Philadelphia next 
Monday. 
“ I have no doubt of their sin­ 
cerity, but I have grave doubts 
about its practical wisdom and 
its effect on other 
women 
standing in line waiting for the 
priesthood.“ 
said 
Bishop 
George E. Rath, of the Newark. 


N .J., diocese, where another 
candidate lives. 
He and other bishops con­ 
tacted said they would restrict 
activities in their dioceses of 
women taking part. The bish­ 
ops said they themselves favor 
changes in church regulations 
to permit ordination of women, 
but would not approve it with­ 
out that authorization. 
“ The tragedy of it is that the 
church is not ready to do what 
I think we should have done a 
long time ago,” said Bishop 
McNairy. He said he saw the 
planned ordination as “ divid­ 
ing. hurting and angering some 


people and saddening others.” 
In Austin. Tex.. Mrs. Dorothy 
Faber, editor of the Christian 
Challenge, said if the planners 
of the irregular service “ get 
away with it, then the laws of 
the 
church 
don’t 
mean 
a 
thing.” 
The Christian Challenge is 
published by an independent 
Episcopal group, the Founda­ 
tion for Christian Theology. 
In Philadelphia, a local pas­ 
tor, the Rev. George Rutler, 
said it would provoke a schism. 
Another 
pastor 
called 
the 
planned 
ordination 
arrogant 
and irresponsible. 


Under the church canons, 
candidates for ordination must 
be recommended by their home 
bishop, the standing diocesan 
committee and the pastor and 
vestry of the home parish. 
So far as could be ascer­ 
tained, home bishops of the 
women 
involved—and 
the 
standing committees—have not 
given that approval. According 
to some bishops, this could sub­ 
ject the women ordained to sus­ 
pension from the ministry, or 
trial and removal. They come 
from seven states. 
However, planners of the 
rebelordination service—sched- 


uled to be led at Philadelphia’s 
Church of the Advocate by 
three inactive bishops—main­ 
tain that the recommendations 
from home dioceses are only 
advisory. 
The church’s Presiding Bish­ 
op John Maury Allin was re­ 
ported trying to persuade two 
retired bishops involved, Daniel 
Corrigan, now of Denver, and 
Edward Randolph Welles, now 
of Manset, Maine, not to go 
through with the service. 
A 1972 poll showed that a 74 
to 61 majority of the Episcopal 
House of Bishops favor changes 
to allow ordination of women.

Most of the meat so far has 
been turkey, followed by more 
expensive beef and. in a much 
lower quantity, pork. 
The program was announced 
during the last week in July, 
when moves by many elements 
in the livestock industry for 
government relief from dra­ 
matically sagging price levels 
reached full steam. 
Advance purchases of meat 
for the coming year’s school 
lunch programs was one of the 
major points in the list of desir­ 
ed government actions 
Passage of legislation provid­ 
ing government guarantees on 
livestock loans, which is on 
President Nixon’s desk, and 
meat import restrictions, still 
opposed by the Administration, 
were two of the other items. 
When he announced the $150 
million advance purchase pro­ 
gram 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl L Butz, said that the time 
was right to save taxpayers’ 
money by going in when prices 
were low. 
The latest purchases are to 
be announced Wednesday. To 
date, 
the 
department 
has 
bought 3,773,000 pounds of fro­ 
zen regular hamburger for $2.- 
820,000 million, 4.817,000 pounds 
of turkey meat for $1,877,000 
and 6%,000 pounds of pork for 
$617,000. 
For beef, that works out to 
an average 74.7 cents a pound. 
Early in the program prices 
ranged between 70 and 76.7 
cents, settling last week at be­ 
tween 72 46 to 74 cents. The top 
bid then was 87 cents, down 
12.88 cents from the previous 
week’s top. 
For turkey, the average price 
to date is 38.97 cents a pound. 
About 1.05 million pounds of 
cooked turkey rolls have been 
bought, with about twice as 
much ready-to-cook whole tur­ 
keys at half the cost.
